COMMISSIONER VOTE IS SPLIT 3-3 


_ County Commission Recommends 1¢ Sales Tax For Courthouses And Jails 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 12, before a packed 
courtroom in Elba, and voted 

to request the county legisla- 

{ tive delegation to sponsor lo- 

fj cal legislation authorizing the 

! Coffee county Commission to 
impose a one percent (1%) 
county salex tax with the pro- 
ceeds to be used specially 
and solely for the erection 
of a courthouse and jail in 
Enterprise, and the renova- 
tion of the courthouse and 
jail in Elba, 

The meeting was moved to 
the courtroom due to the large 
number of interested  citi- 
zens and the controversial 
courthouse issue was brought 
up when Probate Judge James 
Sawyer asked County Attorney 
Braxton Rowe to discuss a 
pending lawsuit brought 
against the county to pro- 
vide a jail in Enterprise, 

Cominissioner Don Smith 
presented a resolution to the 


Commission — stating, ‘‘THE 
COFFEE COUNTY COMMIS— 
SION RESOLVES AS 


FOLLOWS: The conditions, 
both physical and adequacy, 
of the courthouses in Coffee 


County are known to this 
Commission. 

“There is no jail in 
Enterprise, although one is 


required by law, and there is 
& pending suit against this 
Cominission to require it to 
erect a jail in Enterprise in 
order to comply with the law. 
The jail in Elba is inadequate, 
which fact has been brought 
to the attention of this Com- 


mission by the sheriff on 
numerous occasions. 

“The Commission is 
aware of these facts, and its 


duty to comply with the law 
' to provide adequate court- 
house and jail facilities for 
the county, 

“Coffee County does not 
have adequate revenue with 
which to remedy the condi- 
tions herein stated. 

“Now, therefore, in order 
for the Coffee County Com- 
mission to have the necessary 
funds to finance-the public 
building needs of the county, 
it is compelled to request 
legislation to authorize this 
Commission to impose a tax 
to produce revenue sufficient

“NOW, THEREFORE, BE 
IT RESOLVED by the Coffee 
County Commission that the 
Coffee County legislative dele- 
gation be, and they are re- 
quested to, sponsor local

Commissioner Smith made 
a motion to adopt the resolu- 
tion, and it was seconded by 
Commissioner Bennie | 
Beckham. The motion was 
then brought up for discus- 
Sion, and everyone listened as 
several speakers addressed 
the Cominission. 


“There is a jail at the 
courthouse in Enterprise, and 
it has never been officially 
closed,’’ stated Commissioner 
Rex Boutwell, ‘‘just along the 
way, it was no longer used, 
With a little work, the jail 
could be remodeled to serve 
as a minimal security jail. 
This way we will meet the 
legal requirements and not 
have to place an, additional 


tax on the people of the 


county,’’ 


“T'm afraid a Federal suit 
is upcoming over the poor 
condition of the jail,’ 
Commissioner Smith, ‘and 
I think we should do some- 
thing before a Federal judge 
orders us to build a new one.”’ 


“An additional tax would 
hurt businesses in the county,’ 
added Boutwell, — .”” It would 
raise the price of cars, trac- 
tors, ete., and the people would 
go out of the county to save 
money.”’

Utility Board Adjusts 
School & Church Rates 


utility bills considerably. 
This action is retroactive to 
January and was unanimous. 

The board members were 
told that they had $1404.84 
due from 28 consumers as 
late payments; $863.71 in 18 
inactive accounts with depo- 
sits to be applied, and $138,17 
from five customers with their 
meters pulled. 

The power bill to Elba from 
AEC was $121,343.71, and the 
utility billed out $143,206.32 
in electricity, including over 
$2000 used by the city it- 
self. Monthly bills totalled 
$10,533,08, salaries were in 
addition to this. Electric 
sales showed a $12,000 ‘‘pro- 
fit’ to pay the bond payments, 
etc. 

The water division made 
only $818.62 during the month 
due to large repair bills to 
water wells and motors. As 
usual the mainten- 
ance of the sewage systems 
was a loss to the utilities 
department because they 
have me maintenance, and the 
city general fund gets the sew- 
age fees for bond payments, 
The operating cost for Jan- 
wary was $2113.92. 


When Governor Fob James 
declared a 6 percent proration 
of state education money last 
week it meant a loss of* 
$75,000 in funds for the Elba 
City School System. 

**We hope the cutback will 
not affect the quality of educa- 
tion,’ said Supt. of Educa- 
tion Elmer Taylor, ‘‘but it 
will have a drastic effect 
on our entire system We 
will have to make big cuts 
in maintenance, equipment 
and transportation and it will 
also force a cutback in the 
buying of instructional aids 
for the teachers.” 

Much of the money re- 
ceived by local school boards 
is earmarked for specific pur- 
poses and that state law does 
not permit shifting money 
from one area to another. The 
main problem incurred by 
local boards comes because 
some budget line items can- 
not be easily prorated, al- 
though the 6 percent prora- 
tion is supposed to be an 
across the board cut, 

“‘The legislature appro- 
priates tax money for educa- 
tion in October,’ explained 
Taylor, ‘‘but the estimated 
amount of tax money wasn’t 
collected. The state aati-

‘“‘All [ve done is to ask 
the county legislative dele- 
gation to introduce a bill to!

“*T would like to com- 
ment on the meeting as a 
representative of the people 
aud as a citizen of Coffee 
County,’’ said Holley. ‘‘I've 
heard a lot of talk here this 
Morning about money and 
taxes. To add a one-cent 
sales tax would hurt the bus- 
inessmen in the county. A 
Sales tax is the most 
regressive tax and it hurts 
the people that earn a small 
income more than the weal- 
thy.” 

“This county is $35,000 + 
over the legal debt limit,” 
added Holley, ‘‘and the com- 
mission is directly respon- 
sible for the debt. To im- 
plement this resolution would 


put the county even further 
in debt,’’ 
“T represent 90% of 


the population of this coun- 
ty,’’ stated Rep. Holiey, ‘‘and 
I will play an important part 
in the progress of this 
resolution. In the past, I 
have been asked about legis- 
lation concerning the county, 
but _ this time I wasn’t ask- 
ed to state my opinion. Well, 
you can pass all the re- 
solutions you want and not 
ask me anything, but I can 
assure you that before any 
resolution is passed by 
the legislature it must go 
through Jimmy Holley and I 
will speak-up on the matter 
as I see fit.’’ 

‘‘We are an independent

commission voted to accept 
the low bid with approval 
from Sheriff Grantham. 

A delegation of resi- 
dents from Pineview Village 
sub-division, met with the 
commi§sion and voiced 
opposition 
close a road in the sub-di- 


vision. At an earlier meet- 
ing, a landowner in the area 
had requested a road be 


closed to stop ‘‘parkers and 
sparkers,’’ and he stated 
there was no opposition to the 
closing. The delegation 
was: present to voice opposi- 
tion and upon hearing the 
group the commission delyaed 
action on closing the road. 

A representative of the 
state, along with Mayor 
Steve Hunko and Councilman 
Mickey Weeks, of Kinston, 
acdressed the commis- 
sion and asked it to consider 
forming a countywide water 
authority. There are present- 
ly 13 water systems in the 
county and to combine the sys- 
tems ‘would ‘be a signifi- 
cant financial savings to all 
the rural systems.

The com- 
mission agreed to study the 
matter.

Now, compare this atti- 
disease 
of a'coholism with attitudes 
toward other diseases. If 
the politician’s wife had can- 
cer, would she have to be 
admitted to treatment anony- 
mously? Would he fear that 
he would be somehow blamed 
for her cancer or that 
the’d be ruined if someone 
found out about it? Would 
he hesitate to get for 
her the best treatment which 
he could afford? 

Yet this woman, this 
politician's wife, at the time 
contact was made with the 
halfway house, was being kept 
locked in her bedroom 
twenty-four hours a day with 
a sitter who make made sure 
she got her daily supply of 
alcohol and did not get out. 
She may die of her illness 
without ever receiving treat- 
meat. Would this happen to 
her if she had cancer? 

Before this woman and 
many others like her can come 
forward and _ receive that 
treatment that is available, 
the stigma which is at- 
tached to the alcoholic will 
have to be removed. Alco- 
holism will have to be re- 
cognized for what the Amer- 
ican Medical Association 
Says it is -- a disease, and 
it will have to be treated as 
such. 


One goal of the Wo- 
men’s Task Force on Alco- 
holism, spearheaded in 


this area by the Regional 
Alcoholisms Council, is to 

remove the stigma attach- 
ed to the alcoholic oy 
getting the facts about alcoho- 
lism to the public.

Don’t burn hardwoods, Fire 
regenerates the land just as 
plowing or disking does. The 
folowing are some general re- 
commendations to follow when 
prescribing burning: 

() Mark areas to be 
burned by plowing parallel 
firelanes every 600 to 800 
feet apart or less. Plan fire- 
lanes perpendicular to expec- 
ted wind direction. 

(2) Double-plow a wide 
fireland around the main area 
to be _ burned, 

(3) Alertneighboring land- 
owners well ahead of your 
burning schedule. 

(4) Notify your forest ran- 
ranger before you actually fire 
an area. 

(5) Burn soon after rains 
and when humidity is high 
(30 to 50 percent relative 
humidity). 

(6) Burn against the wind 
when it is 5 to 10 miles per 
hour and from the north, north- 
west, or west. East and south 
south winds are very unpre- 
dictable. 

(7) Have enough fire- 
fighting equipment and five 
or six fire- firefighters on 
the spot for each 300 to 1000 
acres burned. 

(8) Burn only under pro- 
per weather conditions in Fe- 
bruary and March. 

(9) Make sure all fires 
are out before you leave the 
area. 

(10) Above all, burn only 
under the supervision of a 
forester or a wildlife work- 
er trained and experienced’ 
in prescribed burning for

Peanuts According To ASCS 


1978-crop peanuts re- 
tained on the farm for seed 
or other purposes should have 
been reported when the mar- 
keting card was returned to 
county office, according to 
Robert English, Chairper- 
son of the Coffee County Agri- 


cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation (ASC) com- 
mittee. Seed peanuts 


are considered as marketing 
of quota peanuts and must 
be accounted for. 

To avoid being in vio- 
lation of the peanut program, 
farmers who did not retain 
peanuts for seed are re- 
quired to report the name 
and address of the person 
from whom these peanuts were 
obtained, in addition to the 
amount and type of peanuts. 
If the quantity of pea- 
nuts retained when added to 
the 1978-crop peanuts mar- 
keted exceeds the poundage 
quota, a penalty of 25,2 cents 
per pound will be assessed. 
Farms will be visited for 
verification of the quantity re- 
ported, and also to deter- 
mine whether the peanuts re- 
tained exceed the poundage 
quota, the ASCS official said. 

Under the peanut price sup- 
port program, farms are 
assigned an acreage allotment 
and a poundage quota, and 
only peanuts grown on allotted 
acreage are eligible for price 
support, Peanuts grown on

ECONOMICAL HOT DOGS 

Pm often asked, if hot 
dogs are an economical buy. 
They are a good buy for the 
money-conscious shopper. A 
pound of weiners yields 
a pound of edible food, with 
virtually no weight loss dur- 
ing preparation. And, hot 
dogs are a good source of 
animal protein. An aver- 
age (10 to a pound) link 
contains 5 to 7 grams of pro- 
tein or about the same as one 
egg. Hot dogs,are fully cook- 
ed and can be sliced in bite- 
size pieces right from the 
package for salads or hors 
@ oeuvres. 

To heat hot dogs, place 
them in a pan of boiling wa- 
ter; cover, remove from the 
heat and let stand 5 to 6 
minutes. Or they can be 
broiled, barbecued, stuffed or 
used in casseroles, 

Be sure to keep hot dogs 
refrigerated until ready to use. 
If the package is not stamped 
with a freshness date, use 
within 7 to 10 days ‘from the 
time of purchase, To freeze, 
leave them in their protective 
vacuumesealed package and 
place in a freezer bag. Once 
frozen and thawed, do not re- 
freeze. 


ECONOMICAL PROTEIN 
SUBSTITUTES 

You can cope with infla- 
tion by extending the high qua- 
lity proteia in your diet. Buy 
less meat, serve smaller por- 
tions and accompany with a 
filling non-meat dish such as 
rice. The smaller amount of 
animal protein will work with 
the plant protein to provide 
what the body needs. Cook 
meat at a low temperature 
for a slightly longer time, 
and yor’ li have less shrinkage. 

Recycle your leftover 
meats in a colorful sauce ser- 
ved on a bed of fluffy rice. 
Or store leftover meats or 
poultry in a stir-fry dish with 
vegetables and rice, 

The high quality pro- 
tein in a small amount of 
meat can be extended with the 
addition of another animal pro- 
tein such as eggs with the 
plant protein of rice. 

Select cheese according to 
how you will use it. Sharp 
cheddar costs more than mild 
because of aging time 
and resulting shrinkage, but 
the sharp taste*allows you to 
use less. Processed cheese 
and cheese foods are even 
more economical. Melt 
them for sauces or use them 
to top a casserole. 


QUALITY KNIVES IMPOR- 
TANT: 


A good _ kitchen knife 
can make kitchen work such 
as peeling, slicingandchop- 
ping much easier. Four ba- 
sic knives can be a real 
help in the kitchen, even tho- 
ugh tHere are a lot of dif- 
ferent kinds available. 

The chefs knife is great 
for chopping, and the wide 
blade protects knuckles.- 


This is a heavy knife with 
the blade averaging about 
10 inches in length. If you 
have not used a chef's knife, 
it takes a little time to learn 
to use it effectively, but it’s 
well worth the effort. 

A paring knife with its. 
short blade of two to four: 
inches makes peeling and 
paring a breeze. It slices 
small bits of many things -- 
a must for most cooks. 


The utility knife with a 
blade five to six inches long 
is a good all purpose knife 
if you want just one knife 
to do most jobs. It pares 
and slices almost as well 
as the specialty knives. 

A slicing knife to carve 
cooked meat, cakes, and other 
similar foods would be 
an asset in most kitchens,

MILITARY RETIREMENT 

EXCLUSION 

A taxpayer who receives mili- 
tary retirement pay may exclude 
the lesser of $4,750 or the a- 
mount of military retirement 
pay from Alabama income. 

The information needed to 
support this deduction includes 
the date of entry into the mili- 
tary. the date of retirement, the 
retired pay grade, and whether 
retirement was voluntary or in- 
voluntary. 

Residents and nonresidents of 
Alabama may claim this exclu- 
sion by attaching Schedule MR 
to the Alabama return. 


Other knives some cooks 
cannot do without include but- 
cher, boning and bread 
knives. 

The metal used in the 
blade determines the knife’s 
quality. Stainless steel re- 
sists pitting and rusting, but 
does not sharpen easily. A 
softer carbon steel, while ea- 
‘sier to sharpen, will rust, 
The newerhigh carbon stain- 
less steel has both qualities, 
but is more expensive. 

Knives may be washed in 
the dishwasher, but the pre- 
ferred way to keep them 
sharp is to hand wash, rinse 


and dry soon after each use. 

Protect the blades of good 
knives to keep them sharp. 
Store in a knife rack, ne- 
ver with other utensils. You'll 
protect yourself and the kni- 
ves. 


KNOW YOUR HAMBURGER 
Hamburger is no longer 
the inexpensive meat budget- 
stretchers once relied on, With 
the increasing cost of beef, 
i?s worthwhile to watch for 
Sales on this kind of meat. 
And, its important to know 
just what you’ re buying. 
_ Hamburger is defined as 
ground beef to which straight 
fat may have been added. Like 
ground beef, it may not con- 
tain more than 30 percent 
fat if prepared under Fed- 
eral inspection, the fat con- 
tent may not exceed 30 per- 
cent and straight fat may not 
be included. 

When terms such as ground 
chuck, ground round and chop- 
ped sirloin are used, the 
ground beef should be pre- 
pared from that specific cut. 


BITS AND PIECES 

Surface skim which forms 
when milk is heated in an 
uncoyered pan is dye to a 
drying out of fats, minerals 
and protein on the surface. 
The skim holds steam in, 
causing the milk to foam 
and boil over. You can pre- 
vent the skim from foaming 
by using a lid - or stirring. 
the milk. - 

How is cake flour differ- 
ent from all-purpose flour? 
Cake flour, milled from soft 
wheat is lower in protein than 
all-purpose flour, and may 
not be enriched. It is very 
fine and uniform and makes 
tender, delicate cakes. Don’t 
use it for bread-making -- 
it is not suitable. Stick to 
all-purpose because it has 
sufficient protein to form an 
‘elastic framework and is 
‘strong enough for _bread- 
making.

FSH POND FERTILIZATION 
If your pond is not pro- 
ducing the quantity and qual- 
ity of fish you think. it 
should, your pond might need 
fertilizer. Applying fertilizer 
does not grow fish directly, 
however it does grow fish 
food. Fertilizer promotes the 
growth of tiny plants called 
phytoplankton. These plants 
are eaten by insects, worms, 
and tiny fish which are in 
turn eaten byl larger fish. 
Through this process the fer- 
tilizer becomes the founda- 
tion of the food producing chain 
on which the rest of the 
chain builds. Good sound 
and vigorous growth on this 
end of the chain leads to bet- 
ter production at the upper 
end where the fish are pro- 
duced, However, it is not 
recommended to fertilize

fish usually will not utilize 
enough from the applicaton 
of fertilizer to economi- 
cally justify it. It is re- 
commended that catfish . are 
fed a balanced ration. 
According to SCS biolo- 
gist if you do not fertilize, 
the pond will depend on’ the 
natural fertility of the water. 
The natural fertility of the 
water depends on the fer~ 
tility of the watershed (the 
land which drains into the 
pond.) ‘To improve the pro- 
duction of your pond, first 
make sure that the pH of the 
the water is in the proper 
range to make the most 
out of the fertility. The pH 
if the water should be 
between 6.5 and 9.0. To de- 
determine the pH collect 
one quart of soil from the 
bottom of the water where 
it is 2 to 3 feet deep, and 
one half pint of water. Send 
these samples to the 
Soil Testing Laboratory, Au- 
burn University, for an ana- 
lysis and recommenda-' 


tion. It is recommended 
to apply only agricultural lime 
and never use hydrated lime. 
Hydrated lime causes rapid 
change in the pH that kill 
fish. The amount of fertili- 
zer applied depends on the 
natural fertility of the wa- 
ter in the pond. As a gen- 
‘eral rule of thumb, apply 
40 pounds of 20-20-5 fertili- 
zer per surface acre of pond 
on its’ equivalents. 
Production of tiny plants 
require heavy amounts of 
ynitrogen and phosphrous. Af- 


ter the first treatment, make 
Small applications at two - 
weeks intervals until the de- 
sired amount of small 
plant life is produced. The 
desired amount of plant 
life is determined when there 
is enough growth to shade out 
a bright object held 12 to 18 
inches below the water. 
Fertilizer can be applied 
by broadcasting it over the 
surface of shallow Water or 
by placing whole, split open 
bags around the edge of your 
pond. Fertilizer platforms 
allow fertilizer to dissolve 
Slowly into the water. One 


of thesep platforms are 
need for every 15 acres of 
pond. Remember to apply 


fertilizer before weeds begin 
to grow in the water. Early 
applicaton of fertilizer pr- 
ovides rapid growth for phy- 
toplankton which will shade 
out weeds. 

The biggest reason for 
fertilizing your pond is to 
increase production of 
fish. If your pond is not 
fished often, you do not need 
to fertilize it. For addition- 
alinformation contact your 
Soil Conservation Service - 
(894-6332) or your State Wil- 
dlife Agency.

open cockpit, has been amend-

Commissioner Hodnett an- 
nounced Friday that effective 
February 2, 1979, the emer- 
gency engine cutoff switch 
will be required on all boats 
less than 18 feet in length, 
having a motor of more than 
50 horsepower, and having an 
open cockpit. 

The regulation states that 
the emergency cutoff switch 
must be constructed and in- 
Stalled so that when a boat 
is in use, any removal of the 
operator from his normal op- 
erating station will result in 
the immediate shut-off of the 
engine or motor.
